Academic 
Classes 


Academic  classes  are  those 
that  challenge  the  students  to 
develop  skills  in  the  abstract. 
Both  the  Science  Department 
and  the  Math  Department  of- 
fered the  basic,  required 
classes,  as  well  as  electives  for 
those  who  were  up  to  the  chal- 
lenge. 

The  head  of  the  Science  De- 
partment was  Mr.  Harold 
Baumer.  The  required  classes  in 
this  department  included  biol- 
ogy and  earth  science.  The  elec- 
tive classes  were  chemistry  and 
physics.  Those  students  who 
planned  to  go  on  to  college  were 
encouraged  to  take  both  of 


these  classes. 

The  head  of  the  Math  De- 
partment was  Mr.  Bill  Fisher. 
Like  the  Science  Department, 
there  were  several  required 
math  classes.  Since  two  years  of 
math  was  required  for  gradu- 
ation, most  students  were  en- 
rolled in  at  least  one  math  class. 
The  classes  included  basic 
math,  introduction  to  algebra 
and  algebra.  The  advanced 
classes  were  geometry,  Algebra 
3  and  4,  and  advanced  math. 
There  was  also  a  computer 
math  class  for  students  interest- 
ed in  learning  computer  pro- 
gramming.

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Required  Classes 


Since  all  students  must  earn 
eight  credits  in  English  in  order 
to  graduate,  the  English  De- 
partment was  the  largest  de- 
partment in  school.  Under  the 
guidance  of  Mrs.  Toni  Ham- 
mer, English  Department 
Chairman,  students  were  chal- 
lenged to  perform  at  their  best. 

In  addition  to  the  required 
English  classes,  the  department 
offered  several  electives.  They 
included  Speech,  Humanities, 
and  Journalism.  The  two  mini- 
courses  in  the  department  were 
World  of  Fantasy  and  Science 
Fiction. 

The  department  also  offered 
Histlish,  which  was  a  combina- 
tion of  English  and  History. 
Mrs.  Marilyn  Dever  taught  this 
class  for  juniors.  The  many  cre- 
ative projects  in  this  class  chal- 
lenged the  students1  imagina- 


tion. 

In  September,  the  Human- 
ities class  attended  the  ballet, 
GISELLE.  The  tickets  were 
furnished  by  Mr.  Robert  Bales 
and  Eli  Lilly,  Manual's  Part- 
ner-In-Education.  Mr.  Fred 
Bennett  taught  the  Humanities 
class. 

There  were  two  additions  to 
the  English  department  staff 
this  year.

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Business  Department  Offers  Variety 


The  business  education  cur- 
riculum had  three  purposes.  It 
developed  skills  so  that  students 
could  secure  part  or  full-time 
work.  It  prepared  students  to 
understand  and  conduct  per- 
sonal business.  It  also  provided 
background  for  students  who 
wished  to  continue  training 
after  graduation. 

A  wide  variety  of  courses  was 


available  to  serve  these  pur- 
poses. Some  business  education 
courses  were  specifically  desig- 
nated as  vocational  courses. 
They  included  typing,  account- 
ing, consumer  education,  office 
machine  calculation,  and  re- 
cords management. 

The  entire  business  educa- 
tion curriculum  was  elective. 
Mrs.  Janet   Weaver,  depart- 


ment head,  said,  "I  think  the 
business  courses  are  all  practi- 
cal and  very  helpful  regardless 
of  what  one  will  do  in  their  fu- 
ture." 

C.O.E.  and  marketing  educa- 
tion classes  gave  students  school 
credit  for  their  jobs.  A  few  of 
the  students  worked  together, 
but  most  of  them  worked  at  dif- 
ferent places.

Physical  education  was  a 
course  required  for  graduation.

Teachers  are  accustomed  to 
handling  the  routine  situations 
that  arise  in  the  classroom,  but 
sometimes  a  situation  arises 
that  requires  an  extra  amount 
of  patience  or  quick-thinking.

ened to  kill  him  if  he  touched 
me.  They  chased  him  out  of  the 
room  and  down  the  hall.  The 
boys  had  to  be  contained  so  Su- 
perman could  get  off  campus 
safely." 

Mr.  Al  Pike  related,  "About 
twenty  years  ago,  while  teach- 
ing physical  ed.,  I  was  demon- 
strating hurdling  techniques 
when  I  hooked  my  toe  on  the 
hurdle.
